WASHINGTON — Officials of 
two pipe lirie companies have stated 
they will. go: ahead: with the $150 
million gas pipeline in Floridá de- 
spite conditions imposed. by , the 
Federal Power Commission. 

In a three-to-two decision’ the 
FPC has authorized the Houston 
Texas Gas and Oil Cgrp. and the 
Coastal Transmission Corp. to con- 
struct and operate a natural gas 
pipeline from the Gulf Coast to 
Florida..But the commission said į 
that within 30 days the companies 
must “eliminate a. number of ob- 
jectionable features relating to| 
traffic and methods of financing 
the project."
